Capitol, was ready for its 
biggest day's business in 
years. Rail officials reported 
that 20 .special, trains, each 
carrying perhaps' 1,000 rid- 
ers, are due to roll into the 
station between 7:35 a.m. 

The 
trains are scheduled to start 
leaving at 5:10 p.m. and, if 
everything goes according to 
plan, the last one is to pull 
out at 8:15 pan.

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railroad strike does not go 
Into effect— as threatened— 
at 12:01 a.m. Thursday. A 
railroad spokesman said 
imost lines would not start 
passenger trains which 
would noi reach their final 
^destination befoi e the threat- 
ened strike begins. 
However, he also said that 
tyains are under way at 
e beginning ot a strike, ev- 
ry effort would be made to 
move them to a terminal 
Where passengers could con- 
veniently get other transpor- 
tation. 

Commends Leaders 

.- .Besides rail travelers, the 
.freedom marchers are com- 
irig in by bus, plane and pri- 
vate automobile. Though ad- 
mittedly uncertain, police 
' headquarters estimated that 
the grand total of marchers 
from out of town might be 
76,000. 

House Speaker John W. 
McCormack (D-Mass.) said 
that "if necessary, firmness 1 
should be evidenced" to 
maintain discipline during 
the march. He asserted at a 
news conferenca that there 
is no question the march 
leaders "are doing every-: 
thing possible to have an or- 
derly demonstration. I com- 
mend them for that." 

Asked if he thinks the 
march will have an effect on 
Congress, he said, "Certainly 
art orderly march would, in 
my opinion, be helpful." 

' Asked whether he referred 
specifically to passage of a 

' civil rights bill, he said: "I 
expect a civil rights bill will 

' "be passed anyway." 

The demonstrators are 
backing the Kennedy civil 
rights package — and are 
making several other broad 
demands. 

Fair Skies Forecast 
This morning march lead- 
ers are to see Congress 
ohieftains on Capitol Hill, 
while the rank-and-file con- 
gregate on the Washington 
Monument grounds. After 
the demonstration, its lead- 
ers are to have a session at 
5 p.m. with Prsident Ken- 
nedy at the White House. 

The weatherman forecast 
fair skies and a high of about 
84 for tha. march. Here are 
highlights of the day's sched- 
ule: 

Perhaps long before dawn, 
early-bird marchers will be- 
gin gathering at the Wash- 
ington Monument grounds 
and the ellipse behind the 
White House. Beginning at 
10 a.m. the crowd will be 
entertained by music and 
public bows from Hollywood 
and Broadway stars, some of 
whom ar« flying in from 
Paris. 

Then at 11:30 a.m. the 
marchers— singing "We Shall 
Overcome" — are to start for 



the Lincoln Memorial, less 
than a mile away. They are 
to move along Constitution 
Ave., Independence Ave., 
and across the grass border- 
ing the reflecting pool. 

At the memorial, Marian 
Andersen will lead in singing 
"The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner." The Most Rev. Patrick 
A. O'Boyle, Roman Catholic 
archbishop of Washington, 
will give the invocation. 

A. Philip Randolph, chair- 
man of the national march 
committee, will make open- 
ing remarks, Dr. Eugene 
Carson Blake of the National 
Council of Churches will talk, 
and Mrs. Medgar Evers, wid- 
ow of a civil rights leader 
slain in Mississippi, will pay 
tribute to five Negro women 
leaders of the civil rights 
movement. 

Next will be speeches by 
John Lewis of the Student 
Nonviolent Co-ordinating 
Committee and Walter Reu- 
ther of the AFL-CIO United 
Auto Workers. James Far- 
mer, national director of the 
Congress of Racial Equality, 
was to talk, but he chose to 
remain in a Louisiana jail. 

Arrested for his activities 
in connection with a civil 
rights drive, Fanner has 
penned a message to be read 
at the memorial. It is en- 
titled "A Message From a 
South Louisiana Jail." 

Then the Eva Jasse Choir 
will sing. Rabbi Yuri Miller 
of the Synagogue Council of 
America will offer prayer. 

There will follow talks by 
Mathew Ahmann of the Na- 
tional Catholic Conference 
for Interracial Justice, Whit- 
ney Young of the National 
Urban League and Roy Wil- 
kins of the National Assn. 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. Gospel singe: 
Mahalia Jackson will sing. 
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Rabbi Joachim Prinz of the 
American Jewish Congress 
will speak, and, then the Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. of 
the Southern Christian Lead- 
ership Conference will deliv- 
er the final four-minute talk. 

After a reading of the dem- 
onstration demands and s 
pledge to continue the civil 
rights fight, there will be 
benediction by Dr. Benjarr. 
Mays of Morehouse College
